THE PRESIDENT AND THE “‘WORRITED” SEN- 
aTORS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasninerton, D. C., Nov. 12.—The caucus of 
Republican Senators is already bearing good 
results in the explanations made on behalf of 
the Administration. If these explanations are 
not entirely satisfactory to the anti-Adminis- 


tration Republicans, they wil! certainly 
lead to a better understanding. One 
subject about which the Republicans 


were anxious was the appointment of 
Democrats to important offices. They seem 
to fear that it isa part of the policy to ignore 
Republicans, especially in the South, and to win 
the support of the Democrats by giving them 
most of the important positions. This idea is 
said by those who are authorized to speak for 
the President to be entirely erroneous, as the 
President has not intentionally appuinted any 
Democrats in the Northern States or in the 
South 
WITH ONE EXCEPTION, 

and that where Democrats have been appointed 
they were comprehended in the two following 
classes: First, where it was impossible to find 
acompetent and reputable Republican to fill 
vacancies. This class was very small. Second, 
where the Republicans were so divided into fac- 
tions that the appointment of a representative 
of any one of the factions would have been de- 
nounced more bitterly by the opposing faction 
than the appointment of a Democrat would 
have been by all the factions. Under this rule 
the President has been careful to place no one 
in position who has not announced his intention 
to 

SUPPORT THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 
and all the reconstruction laws. The only ex- 
ception to this is that of the appointment of 
Fitzsimmons as Marshal in Georgia. In this 
case a Democrat of prominence has been ap- 
pointed on the recommendation of Alex- 
ander Stephens to take the place of 
a Republican who, upon the whole, was a suc- 
cessful officer. The reasons stated by the Presi- 
dent for this appointment are these: The 
mountains of Northern Georgia are occupied by 
people who generally carry on an illicit-distil- 
lery business. The people of that section sym- 
pathize with the distilleries. They claim that 
the action of the present Marshal is regarded as 
political persecution. The President decided to 
try the experiment of appointing a Democrat to 
overcume this prejudice.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 
ARGUMBNTS BEFORE THE SRNATE COMMITTEE.

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THE CHINESE. 
PAGE’S BILL BARRING THEM OUT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 12.—The World’s Washing- 
ton special says the House Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor will have before it at the regu- 
lar session of Congress the question of Chinese 
immigration and labor. In view of the infor- 
mation presented to the last Congress by the 
Commission selected to investigate the subject, 
it is extremely probable that Congress will 
speedily take some definite action, either for or 
against the Chinese, A number of bills having 
in view the prohibition of immigration of 
Chinese subjects into America will be intro- 
duced at the regular session. Page, of Califor- 
nia, has already introduced a bill to prohibit the 
immigration of the subjects of China into the 
United States. The preamble of the bill recog- 
nizes the existing treaty obligations as to the 
rights of ciuzens of America and China in each 
of the respective countries, claims that Chinese 
immigration is 

INJURIOUS TO THB PEOPLE 
among whom they settle, and that the provisions 
oi the treaty granting reciprocal rights to the 
subjects of either nation to reside in the other 
can be abrogated by the concurrence of the two 
countries Within one year, if at all. The bill 
enacts that on aud after Jan. 1, 1879, it shall be 
unlawlul for any subject of China to center the 
jurisdiction of the United States unless be files 
upon the day of bis entry a certificate, signed by 
the United States Minister in China, and dated 
not more than sixty days prior to its presenta- 
tion, certifying that the possessor thereof comes 
to engage in a mercantile business or as 
4 REPRESENTATIVE OF MERCANTILE BUSINESS 
IN CHINA. 
For violations of this section of the act any 
Chinese subject, upon copviction in the United 
States District Court, sball be fined $100, and, 
in default thereol, be imprisoned at hard labor 
for five.months. The master or owner of 
any vessel bring such effender is to punished by 
a Une of $100, tor the yment of which his 
vessel shall be liabie. e Marshal of the 
United States District Court is to cause the 
return to China of all its subjects convicted 
under the act, and to defray the expenses ther- 
of out of the fund crea by the recovery of 
fines from violations of the act.

LIBERIA. 


REPORT ON THE CONDITION OF THE 
REPUBLIC. 


Wasuinaton, Nov. 6.—The Department of 
State is in receipt of information from Liberia 
on the subject of the condition of that country 
and its adaptability for colonization. It is rep- 
resented that the frequently-repeated state- 
ments as to the fertility of the soil and the 
beauty of the country a correct, but that the 
climate on the sea-coast is very dangerous to all 
but the natives. Horses,

and die. Although as to tempégature constant 
summer prevails, yet the Miasmatic in- 
fluence, the result of the heavy rains 
alternating with hot sunshine, causes sick- 
ness during six months of the vear, and 
during the remaining six months the power of 
the sun is such that it is almost impossible for 
any but natives to work. The mean tempera- 
ture is about 85 deg., but on account ol the 
dampness of the climate the beat is sultry, de- 
pressing, aud weakening. There is still very 
little civilization and very little agricultural 
enterprise. Liberia has never produced sufli- 
cient food for her own consumption, and, al- 
though she should be a great rice-growing 
country, rice is imported from England and 
other countries and sold at $4 a bushel, twice 
tus cost which rice could be grown 
and ‘sold there. Flour is 84 a 
barrel, butter $1 per pound, and hams 
from $5 to $8. Other provisions are propor- 
tionally high. There is not a plow in use 
in Liberia, and the agricultural impiements are 
of the most primitive character, such as cut- 
lasses, hoes, bill-hooks, etc. There are no pub- 
lic schools. The immigrant has to compete with 
the native labor. The natives are strong and 
hardy, and one of them will do the work of a 
horse at 50 cents a day. The settlers wanted in 
Liberia, as thoughtful and prominent Liberians 
recognize, are those who can afford and would 
prefer to pay their expenses of voyage and settle- 
ment. The back hiliy country is said to be fine 
and healthy, but it is penetrable only by the foot- 
paths which haye been cut by the natives 
through the almost impenetrable forests, 
and everything must borne on the 
heads or backs of native carriers, as there 
are no roads. The fact is that the settlers 
cannot go to the high hills and undulating 
plains, said to be in the interior of Africa, with- 
out means to provide themselves with roads, 
and without treaties of commerce and triend- 
ship with the numerous petty Kings, who are, 
in many instances, either openly or covertly 
hostile. It would frequently be wecessary to

Mr. Garfield sent to the Clerk's desk and had read 
a letter from the Secretary of War defending him- 
self from the charges made against him in regard 
to the recruiting of soldiers since the Army bill 
was before the Committee on Appropriatiqus. The 

claims that the enlistment of recruits is 
expressly authorized by law, and therefore it can 
be carried on even in the absence of an appropria- 
tion. Nevertheless, he had not deemed it best to 
continue recruiting after the lst of July, not for 
the want of authority, but because he 
thought it inexpedient to muster men 
the service when there was no money to 

y them.. The order had been accordingly 

ued to stop recruiting on the Ist of July. Sub- 
sequcntly an urgent appeal bad come from Maj. - 
Gen. McDowell, commanding the Military Division 
of the Pacific, approved and urged by the General 
of the Army, asking authority to enlist recruits for 
the cavairy regiments ae in that Department 
in carrying on the then existing Indian war. The 
Secretary yielded to thet appeal, and recruiting 
had been fora short time permitted for that pur- 
pose. The order for this recruiting was not only 
lawful, but urgent and necessary, and a refusai to 
make it under the then existing circumstances 
would have subjected the Department to grave 
censure, especially as the smallness of the force 
engaged in that Indian war was the occasion of 
the great delay in conquering peace, and of the 
death of many brave oflicersand men. This order 
for recruiting had been countermanded as soon as 
the emergency seemed over, and no enlistments 
had been made since. The impression that some 
500 men had been enlisted recentiy was an entir 
mistake, growing out of misconstruction of th 
Adfutaut-General's telegram. 

A ——— telegram from the Secretary 
was also read, stating that the order for enlistment 
was made, not by himself, bat by the General of 
the Army, on the Sth of July. 

Mr. Banning, Chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, also sent to the Clerk's desk and 
had read a tel m received to-day from the Ad- 
jutant-General stating that the recruiting-retarns 
showed that 1,023 men had been enlisted since 
the let July, 1877. The principal part had been en- 
listed on the Pacific coast by authority of the Gen- 
eral of the Army. FAXES on the Sth of July, to 
meet the exigencies of the Indian war. 

Mr. Hewitt (N. I.). member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, criticised the Secretary's letter, 
and said if there had been any mistake or misap- 
prehension it was due to the conceaiment of facts 
on the part of the Secretary of War and officers of 
the army, and to their want of candor in stating to 
the Committee the facts of the case.

In support of his position 
Mr. Hewitt cited the imposition of the ship- 
money-tax by Charies the First and the rebellion 
of John Hampden and others, the Bill of Rights 
under William the Third, and the declaration of 
Judge Story that the controi of the people over the 
standing army was absolute, by reason of the pow- 
er of the House of Representatives to direct appro- 
priations. 

Mr. Garfield replied that the House would com- 
re the candor of the letter just read from the 
Secretary of War with that of Mr. Hewit“ in such 
a way as would not be unfavorable to the Secre- 
tary. He wished to know if the gentieman thought 
the President should have dissoived the army be- 
cause there was noappropriation made, or that the 
army should be allowed to melt away by death and 
desertion until it should become too inefticient to

A London letter to the Newark Daily Ad- 
vertiser says: London presents the appearance 
of a city in the course of being rebuilt.

THE “NATION” AND THE SHYLOCES. 
It was not to be expected that the press of 
New York, representing the Wall street Shy- 
locks, should regard with favor the remone- 
tization of silver as a legal-tender. It was to 
be expected, however, that a paper of the 
standing of the New York Nation, presumed 
to be unpartisan and professing to hold itself 
aloof from politics, would discuss the ques- 
tion upon premises which at least had a 
grain of fact and fairness for a basis. It 
comes out, however, in its issue of the 8th 
inst. with a degree of sophisiry and with a 
reckless disregard of truth that surpass even 
the utterances of the New York daily press, 
and show that it is desirous of being recog- 
nized as the organ of the Shylocks, if not as 
their retained attorney. 

The reckless character of the Nation is 
shown in an article, The Executive Bar- 
riers Against the Silver Mania,” in which it 
discusses the remonetization of silver on a 
deliberate perversion of facts. It argues the 
whole question upon the implied assump- 
tion that the creditors of ‘the United 
States, and of each State, municipality, 
corporation, and individual, loaned to 
their debtors solid gold to the 
amount of their claims, and that for all obli- 
gations, public or private, the creditors paid 
over, not silver, depreciated greenbacks, or 
bank notes, but gold of one hundred cents 
on the dollar, and hence, having paid in gold 
at the full price, the creditors holding these 
obligations are entitled to repayment in gold. 
Upon this basis of perversion, the Nation 
argues, in a vindicative, malicious, and abu- 
sive manner, that the remonetization of sil- 
ver is an attempt to swindle the creditors by 
paying them back in an inferior currency to 
that which they gave. If the premises were 
true, we might accept the conclusions of the 
Nation, except in the case of national bonds 
plainly negotiated on the repayment of coin 
and not of gold. The premises, however, 
being false, of course the conclusio ns fall to 
the ground. We meet the Nation with the 
assertion of fact that contracts were not 
made (only in exceptional cases) upon any 
such basis. The creditors did not loan gold 
or its equivalent, but loaned depreciated pa- 
per. The Federal bonds were all purchased 
with greenbacks worth a general average of 
two-thirds of their face in gold. 

As to all the other debts of States, munici- 
palities, corporations, and individuals, with 
a few exceptions, the money received by the 
debtors was depreciated, irredeemable paper, 
and the promise of repayment is in “ lawful 
money,” whatever that may be, whether 
greenbacks or coin, at the option of the 
debtor. Whatever repayments are called for 
in gold are by special agreement, and don’t 
amount to more than 1 or 2 per cent of all 
the debts. The Nation knows all this, but 
attempts to blink it out of sight. The debtor 
class received for their obligations money 
worth 60 or 70 cents in gold on the dollar, 
for which, even at the present price of silver 
bullion, they would receive coin worth 93 
cents on the dollar. What money was worth 
when these obligations were made is shown 
by the gold premiums before the pani¢. On 
the ist of January, 1866, the premium of 
gold over greenbacks was 44. In 1867 it was 
32. In 1868 it was 33. In 1869 it was 38. 
In 1870 it was down to 19, went as high as 
62 on Black Friday,” and ranged at about 
33 the rest of the year. In 1871 it ranged 
from 117 to 111; in 1872 from 108 
to 116; and 1873 from 112 to 
120. These show the value 
of the money that was received since 
the close of the War and before the panic. 
In 1874 gold was 112 to 115. In 1875 it 
ranged from 111} to 117}, and m 1876 from 
115 to 107.

of 93 cents on the dollar, even then 
the creditors will recsive more, and a majori- 
ty of theni far more, than they gave their 
debtors; more than they expected to get 
when they made their contracts, and more 
than is morally due them. So far from its 
being an injustice or cheating the creditors, 
they will be repaid in better money than 
they paid out, and better money than they 
expected to receive back.

that the creditors gave their debtors depre- 
ciated money, as compared either with silver 
or gold, but loaned most of it when property 
of all kinds was dear, and the purchasing 
power, even of gold, was comparatively 
small, because prices were enormously in- 
flated, and money did not represent the 
amount of property it does now, by a great 
deal. 


It is not creditable to a paper of the ex- 
alted pretensions of the Nation that it should 
conceal all these facts and assert the very re- 
verse of truth as the basis of argument upon 
this subject, which is one of the most 
important questions now agitating the 
American people. It is not creditable to its 
sagacity that it should proceed upon the as- 
sumption that its readers are ignoramuses 
who will swallow these statements without 
perceiving their fallacy. But the worst feat- 
ure of the matter is the enormous, dominat- 
ing influence the Shylocks of the East have 
acquired over the opinions and statements 
even of the independent class of newspa- 


poss, 
THE STATE-HOUSE APPROPRIATION BAL- 


The petty fraud attempted on the eve of 
the late election in this city, by having all the 
Democratic and Republican tickets printed 
with the line “‘ For the $531,712.18 appro- 
priation for the State-House,” and the line 
„Against the same appropriation sup- 
pressed, has attracted general attention. 
The Democratic Committee admit having 
sold out for the sum of $200 received from 
Springfield, but the amount paid the Re- 
publican Committee, if any, has not been 
made public. Tus Trisunz has persevered 
in exposing this attempt by some members 
of the party committees to betray the public 
into voting to indorse the profligacy of the 
State-House Commissioners. One of the 
newspaper organs of anything in which 
there is money or rascality, and one which 
thinks any fraud which is paid for is justi- 
fiable, has ventured to justify the rascality 
of mutilating the tickets by citing the form 
of the ballots used at the election for the 
adoption of the Constitution in 1870. The 
Constitution itself provided that the submis- 
sion should be in the following form: 

For the new Constitution, and for all the articles 
and sections which are not canceled with ink or 
pencil on the following ticket, and against the new 
Constitution and such articles and sections as are 
so canceled thereon, viz. : : 

For the new Constitution. / 

For article entitled Railroads.” 

For article entitled Warehouses, * 

For article entitled Counties. 

For Illinois Central Railroad tax. 

For minority representation, etc., etc. 

The parts of said ticket which are not canceled 
by the electors shali be counted and returned by 
the jadges of elections as cast for this Constitution 
and for the articles and sections separately sub- 
mitted. 

The Secretary of State was charged with 
the duty of preparing a uniform system of 
blanks and uniform form of tickets for elec- 
tion, and forwarding these blanks and 
tickets to the proper officers of all the coun- 
ties, which was done. The Constitution it- 
self, together with the form of submission, 
was published in all the newspapers in the 
States, and great numbers in pamphlet form 
in several foreign languages, as well as in 


English. 


That was the form of ballot adopted by the 
Convention. The ballot of itself was for or 
against the Constitution andits several parts, 
just as the voter thought proper to make it. 

In the case of the State-House appropria- 
tion, the act of the Legislature submitting 
the question to the people provides: In 
the notices for elections required to be fur- 
nished by the County Clerk, etc., in addition 
to the several offices to be filled, he will also 
insert the words: Also to vote for the ap- 
propriation for the State-House or against 
the appropriation for the State-House.” 
Those in favor of such appropriation shall 
have written or printed, or partly written 
and partly printed, on their ballots: ‘‘ For 
the $531,712.18 appropriation”; those op- 
posed, *‘ against the $531,712.18 appropria- 
tion.” It will be seen that thelaw prescribed 
the form of the ballot, “ for” or against, 
as the voter might determine. The law 
contemplated that every voter would vote 
one way or the other, and that the ballot was 
to contain for or against the appro- 
priation, Outside of Chicago, all over the 
State, except in a few instances, the ballots 
were printed in both forms, and the negative 
ballots were generally voted by the people. 
In this city the vote polled for the apppopria- 
tion was largely due to the trick that the 
ballots were printed, contrary to law, only in 
the affirmative form, and were deposited by 
many voters inadvertently. The point we 
made was that the law prescribed the form of 
the ballot to contain for” or against the 
appropriation. Printing the ballots with 
„for“ only on them was a deliberate at- 
tempt to swindle the voters, and $200 
to each Committee was small compen- 
sation for such contemptible business. Of 
course newspapers that think $200 enough 
to compensate for any trickery, especially 
for any effort to get money out of the tax- 
payers, look upon the violation of the law 
as a matter of no importance whatever. 
The best rebuke to the whole business is the 
popular vote of the State, which is almost 
unanimous against the expenditure of an- 
other dollar by the present State-Housg 

The money sent out from Springfield to 
n the form of the tickets contrary to 
that prescribed by law has been wasted,— 
absolutely thrown away,—and the Ring ed- 
itors who are now defending the attempted 
swindle simply place themselves in the at- 
titude of disappointed knaves before the 
people. 

Tre has already noticed the dis- 
turbance among the South Park Commis. 
sioners, and that at the last meeting there 
was @ general interchange of rough accusa- 
tions, The Inter-Ocean of yesterday has 
the following to say : 

The Inter- Ocean insisted for many months that 
there was something in the management of the 
South Park that needed exposure.

legislate the present Board out of office because 
they had refused to purchase certain swamp-

That was dishonest legislation, having for its 
purpose the robbery of the public, and, being 
such, of course the IJnter-Ocean favored it 
with all its might.

favored an investigation in which the 
plans and the schemes of the real- 
estate Ring and the aiders and abettors 
of the job would be exposed and 
the taxpayers saved from robbery. The 
investigation took place, lasting many weeks. 
It was thorough and searching. Every 
charge, rumor, or suspicion was probed. 
All the testimony was made public, and the 
General Assembly learned everything, and 
that was the end of the whole job. The 
Ring took nothing by their motion, 
and the Legislature refused to remove 
the Board of Commissioners. The pres- 
ent disturbance among the Park Com- 
missioners is, except in relation to Mr. 
Srmpwar's knowledge of Bowen's defalcation, 
all new matter, never mentioned or heard of 
before. The Bowen matter was fully ex- 
plained by Sipway before the Investigation 
Committee. The other matters now agi- 
tated may have nothing substantial in 
them; but the fact that the accusations are 
made by Commissioners against each other, 
and that the language used is so denun- 
ciatory as to exclude all prospect of harmony 
in the Board, suggests that the public 
service would be bettered by the resignation 
of some of the members and the filling of 
their places by new Commissioners.

POSITION OF THE SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS. 
The report which comes from Washington 


that certain Southern Democrats have sub- 
mitted an ‘‘ ultimatum” to the President is 
almost incredible. Among the Senators in- 
cluded in the alleged caucus at which the 
plan of action was matured were Goxrpon, 
Hux, and Lamar, who, whatever their other 
deficiencies may be, have never been found 
wanting in ordinary common sense. Yet 
they are now accused of dictating terms to 
the President; of threatening him, and of 
insulting him with the suggestion of a cor- 
rupt bargain. Their proposition is said to 
be, in brief, that the President shall use his 
(official and persona!) influence to secure the 
admission of the claimant Sporrorp to the 
Senate as Senator from Louisiana, in return 
for which they will vote to confirm the Pres- 
ident’s nominations. ‘This is a proposition 
which it would be shameful alike for the 
Southern Democrats to make and for the 
President to listen to; and we do not believe 
as yet that it is seriously enter‘ained by the 
Democrats themselves. But on the supp: si- 
tion that some of the hot-heads among then, 
who have derived their notions of states- 
manship from the code of ethics that used to 
prevail among slave-drivers, may have 
thoughts of such an arrangement, it will be 
profitable to inquire what the results of it 
would be. 

The moment the President is approached 
by the Democrats with a bribe, which an 
offer of this character would be, he will be 
compelled to show them the door. His self- 
respect demands that he shall be above the 
suspicion of interference with the admission 
of members to seats in Congress; for his 
own policy with reference to the Civil Service 
can be justified only on the broad ground of 
the independence of the Executive Depart- 
ment within its own sphere. The President 
would be indeed in a bad way if he 
were seen at the same time tamper- 
ing with Senators to influence their 
votes in a grave judicigl case, and 
resenting even the advice of those Senators 
in the making of appointments. Insin- 
cerity would be a light charge to make 
against an Executive who should do this; 
but, light as it is, it is a charge that would 
destroy the confidence of the people in the 
Administration and bring it into universal 
contempt. If expediency were the only con- 
sideration, the President would be obliged 
to reject such overtures from the Demo- 
cratic Senators. His acquiesence in such a 
dishonorable scheme would defeat itself, for 
it would produce a popular revulsion in feel- 
ing that would overwhelm him. Happily, 
affairs have not come to this position yet. 
There is no occasion to speculate at length 
as to what would happen so long as there is 
no probability that the contingency on which 
all the action depends will occur. 

Sporrorp and KNTLodd are claimants for 
one of the vacant seats of Louisiana in the 
United States Senate. It is immaterial, for 
the purposes of the present discussion, which 
one of them waselected. The Senate is the 
sole judge of the election and qualifications 
of its members. It is the duty of that body 
to determine, without regard to the opinions 
or desires of the President, whether Kro 
was legally elected by the Legislature that 
met atthe St. Louis Hotel on the 10th of 
January, 1877. If the record and evidence 
shows that he was elected by a legal majori- 
ty, before any Republican members had 
been enticed away, the Senate should seat 
him as a matter of course; if it shows that 
he was not elected, the claims of Sporrorp 
will then come up for consideration. It is 
idle to maintain, as some of the Confede- 
rates do, that the election of Sporrorp and 
his admission to the Senate are essential 
parts of the ‘‘ Louisiana compromise” ar- 
ranged by the visiting Commission. The 
Commission had no right to make any 
such unlawful compact, and the Presi- 
dent would be powerless to enforce 
it if it were made. We do not be- 
lieve it was made, or that any agree- 
ment of the sort was entered into. Ket- 
L0G6's claims stand outside of and above the 
jurisdiction of the Executive. They are be- 
lieved by many lawyers to be sound, and, 
speaking merely from a Republican stand- 
point, we hope they may prove to be good. 

The mistake the Democrats are making 
about President Hayes is in assuming that 
he is not as good a Republican as he used to 
be; not as devoted to the party as the ma- 
chine-men, like Coxxkixo and Ooiessy, and 
not as auxious to protect its interests. These 
are vulgar errors. The President likes the 
party so well that he has undertaken to work 
out ils salvation; and he has adopted 
in the opinion of many the wisest 
policy to save it from defeat in 
1880. His endeavor, as we understand it, is 
to make an Administration so excellent that 
the people cannot afford to disapprove it, or 
to reject the party responsible for it at the 
polls. If this be treason to Republicanism, 
the Implacables and the ‘Democrats may 
make the most of it. They will have equal 
difficulty in persuading the people that a 
Reform Administration 
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the President will be found in the future, as

FATHER OCURCI’S DISGRACE. 
Disnpaich to London Times. 

Roms, Oct. 23.—On the subject of Father 
Curci’s disgrace the following is what I have 
been able to gather from the very best sources. 
This distinguished writer and orator is in 
trouble, not on account of his homilies on the 
Gospels, but for a letter or pamphlet by him ad- 
dressed to the Pope, and published some time 
ago in the Univers,in which he set forth his 
doctrine to this effect: He advised the Pope to 
throw the temporai power overboard as a cargo 
heavy enough to be sure to sink St. Peter's bark 
min the end. He recommenced the acceptance 
of accomplished facts, and the expediency 
of placing the Christian Republic un- 
der the protection simply of Christ. 
This letter, of which, to render it more read- 
able to the Pope, Curci printed, as he says, 
only two copies, met with the Pope’s approba- 
tion, and Monsignor Mercurelli wrote to Carci 
in the Pope’s name that his Holiness was pleas- 
ed to express his satisfaction. Upon this Curci 
published first one and then another pamphlet 
in the same sense, and the homilies which he 
continues to publish are also consistent with 
the same views.

Thereupon arose an outcry against the error 
and scandal of this publication, involving a con- 
test between Curei and the General of the Jes- 
uits, Father Beck.

TURKEY. 
THE SULTAN ON THE CONSTITUTION. 
Dispatch to London Times. 

THERAPIA, Oct. 18.—I tel you on 
Wednesday that Mr. Layard intended to pre- 
sent next day to the Sultan Admiral Hornby 
and two members of Parliament, Mr. Henry 
Edwards and Mr. Goldney, who have recently 
arrived at Constantinople, and are actively en- 
gaged in studying for themselves on the spot 
whatever can give them the best information as 
to the present condition of the war and the 
latest phases of the Eastern question. The 
interview was held yesterday, and appears to 
have been ene of unusual interest. The Sultan 
received his guests with the utmost courtesy, 
rising and advancing to shake hands with them, 
and immediately uesting them to be 
seated. A long conversation then followed, in 
which the Sultan himself took a prominent part, 
Said 2 the Marshal of the Palace, who 
— English perfectly, acting as interpreter. 

e Sultan expressed himself extremely desir- 
ous of 2 out the reforms and improve- 
ments he had indicated in his recent decree. He 
regretted he had prejudices of long standing to 

“deal with, and it was impossible — danger 
to proceed otherwise than gradually; but he 
was fully resolved to form a basis for further 
reforms. He was speciall¢ anxious for such 
measures as would insure the equality of all his 
subjects. The Parliament would, of course, re- 
quire time to develop itself and to show real 
practical results; but, nevertheless, he felt quite 
sure that freedom of discussion permitted 
tothe members and the publication of their 
speeches and of the measures they passed 
would gradually accustom the people to take a 
more active interest fhan now in the affairs of 
the Empire. It might be impossible for the 
present to recognize anything like a NAI of 


party Government by the Parliament, as the 
people, in their want of familiarity with parlia- 
mentary institutions, could not help looking 
upon opposition to the Ministry as hostility to 
the lawful Government.

He begged his guests to give the most 
faithful and literal account at home of all they 
had seen in Turkey, declaring that he wished 
the truth, and nothing but the truth, known in 
England, as there had been, so far, a great deal 
of misrepresentation. He seemed struck by the 
fact that two members of Parliament, belonging 
to op te sides of the House, should be thus 
traveling on cordial terms and collecting m- 
formation together, the Sultan having, seem- 
ingly, acquired anotion of the extraordinary 
bitterness which the Eastern question has cre- 
ated between the two political partics in En- 
gland. His guests ieit him extremely gratified 
by their courteous receptjon, and impressed with 
the conviction that he was in earnest in all he 
said. and firm in his resolution to carry out 
measures for the benefit of ail his subjects, un- 
fettered by the old regime. 


ITALY. 
PREPARING FOR WAR. 

The Italian Minister of War has ordered the 
formation of a fourth railway company to be 
attached to the Second Regiment of Engineers 
at Turin, and the Italian forces, though number- 
ing only ten army corps, have twice as many of 
these railway companies as the French with 
twenty army corps. The Minister of War, be- 
ing of opinion that such companies should be 
able to do something more than merely de- 
stroy or construct a line of railway, 
and above all that they should be 
well officered, has arranged that a course 
of instruction on railway work shall be given to 
certain categories of oflicers under the direc- 
tion of the general staff. The course is to be 
divided into two parts—the first preparatory, 
the second practical. Inthe first period of 
twenty days, which began last week, lectures 
will be delivered at the various garrison towns, 
and during the second period the officers will be 
sent to different railway stations to go through 
some practical work. he oflicers detached for 
this duty are to receive extra pay, and great 
preparations have been made for collecting the 
rolling-stock required for practicing the convey- 
ance of horses and troops by railway. 

Waile these measures are being taken for in- 
suring a speedy concentration of troops upon 
the French fronticr, the Alpine fortresses are 
being strongly fortified. Thus the Sentinella 
delle Alpi announces that the fortifications of 
Vinadio are being hurried on; and the Gazetia 
Pi | states that the Minister of War has 
sent instructions that the works at Fenestrelle 
are to be completed without delay, and that, in 
consequence, part of the Second Regiment of 
Engineers has been despatched there from Cas- 
ale.

THB CHICAGO OUTLOOK FOR NEXT SEASON. 

The surmising, guessing, and knowing 
about the prospects of base-ball for next year 
are happily over, and it is au agreeable duty to 
chronicle the fact that the Chicago Ciub man- 
agement have under contract a competent, 
skillful, and gentlemanly team of players who 
will do their best to win, and will, whether they 
win or lose, be as far above the suspicion of sell- 
ing games as the management has always been 
above that of buying them. It has not appeared 
for some time to be a very clever or remunera- 
tive business to guess what base-ball clubs 
would do in the way of winning, and Tun Txris- 
ux carefully fights shy of giving any opinion 
as to the probable success of the team which it 
announces below. It knows by the record, and 
by observation, that the men are skillful, hard- 
working, and earnest; it never has known any 
ro ison to believe any one of them anvthing else 
but cleanly and honest. The rest may 
safely be left to the management 
and to luck, which element always cuts so con- 
siderable a figure in the season’s campa It 
is proper to premise a word: After the season 
bad maybe half passed, a part of the friends of 
the game who could not well afford to see it 
drop out were rather of the opinion that a team 
of young talent would be most likely to sustain 
the honor of the city. They had seen the Chi- 
cago team beaten right and left by the vounger 
clubs, and, without seeking carefully the cause 


of these defeats, they proposed, as it were, to 
start out with an experiment. That idea was 
rudely shattered by the conduct of some of the 
leading non-League clubs, which gave such fair 
ground for 
ACCUSATION OF DISHONESTY 

as to discourage apy idea of getting sufficient 
men above suspicion from their ranks. An- 
other reason which might have had to do with 
the abandonment of a scheme for a phenomenal 
team, was the extraordivary fact that such few 
of the chosen men as were spoken to assumed 
at once an attitude on the salary question as 
put their chances of playing in Chicagoin a 
deep hole. ; 

Having passed through and out of the young- 
player crisis, the club management debated long 
and deeply the question of a ground. Wnat it 
decided is noted below. At length they found 
a chance of getting the services of an excellent 
nucleus of a team which had the advantages of 
clean records, acknowledged skill, and success- 
fui management. The Secretary was empowered 
to engage these men, and the result is that Tur

Robert Ferguson, of Broolyn, as Captain, 
with a good chance that he may play at short 
field.

ack 00 far for his record, it may be said that 
he caught for the Atlantics in 1870, plaved sec- 
ond tor the Mutuals in 1871, third for the At- 
lantics in 1872, 1873, and 1974, and the same po- 
sition for the Hartiord team ever since. It is 
not too mueh to say that he is the best judge of 
a young player in the game, a model disciplina- 
rian, and can get as much work out of bis men 
as any one can. ö 

Ferguson's right-bower is perhaps Old Joe 
Start (Old Reliable“) a player who has been 
growing better and better in play for as many 
years as he has been on the field. 

Harbidge was engaged to Hartford tor next 
year, but was pleased to get a chance to come 
to Chicago, and procured a release for that 
purpose. He has been well known for only a 
couple of years. 

Larkin, who will pitch, made his record 
only during last year. That was good enough 
to entitle him to an engagement here. 

Hallinan, who will very likely play in left 
field, is a Chicagoan, and one of the best players 
in the country when in form. 

Cassidy, who comes from the Atlantics and 
New Havens, made a batting record this year 
second to only one man in the country. 

Among other traits of Ferguson's character 
is, as noted above, bis excellent judgment of 
young players. The application is that he has 
formeti a high opinion of Hankinsson, a young 
Brookiyn player, and he will have achance to 
prove himself in Chicago. He is said to bea 
clever pitcher, and a beautiful third-baseman. 

To these seven must be added the name of

A Pitiful Tragedy at the Berkeley 
Hotel in New Tork. 


A Young Man of Wealth Suddenly Ac- 
quires a Drunkard’s Habits. 


His Wife, Unused to the Attendant Hor- | 


rors, Poisons Herself. 


The Young Lady Married in Unusual 
Splendor Last April.

New Tonk. Nov. 12.—In addition to the Van- 
derbilt scandal, a sensation is created by the 
suicide under peculiariy sad circumstances 
of a young married lady moving in 
the first circles. Mrs. Evelyn Stuart 
was found dying this morning in her 
room at the Berkeley House on Fifth avenue, 
one of the aristocratic private hotels.

was arou by hunger he noticed that Mrs. 
Stuart was still lying upon the bed, but he did 
not go near her. After eating his lunch he again 
fell asleep upon the lounge, where he remained 
until 5:6 a. m. He then got up and walked 
over to the bed, putting his hands upon bis 
wife. He was sufficiently sober to notice that 
something was the matter with her. He then 
raised her to a sitting posture, but she remained 
inert. After drawing her towards the edge of 
the couch 
HIS STRENOTH FAILED HIM, 

and her body rolled to the floor. He then 
placed pillows beneath her head and summoned 
aid. From this account it may be inferred that 
Mrs. Stuart drank the poison before her hus- 
band reached home on Sunday afternoon, and 
that she was unconscious when he entered 
the room. Had he been sober he would have 
noticed her condition, and probably been able to 
procure medical assistance in time to save her 
life.

RUSSIAN FINAECE. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg admits that the 
Oriental loan of 200,000,000 rubies offered by 
the Russian Government is a partial failure. At 
neither Berlin, Amsterdam, Paris, or London 
can an open loan be negotiated. The depreciation 
of the paper ruble is now about 42 percent. Ac- 
cording te the returns of the Bank of Russia, on 
New Year’s-Day last, the circulation consisted of 
735,000,000 rubles; on Oct. 1 it amounted to 
724, 77. 000. But this omits a real addition to the 
currency made by the issue of ‘‘notes on account 
of the branches,” and notes to order” to the 
amount of 301, 488, 000 rubles. The cost of the 
war up to the end of September is estimated at 
$400, 000,000. The Russian Government, unlike 
the United States, which increased its taxation 
enormously while expanding its currency, has de- 
termined, according to the writer in the Journal de 
St. Petersbourg, to postpone the imposition of 
new taxes until the return of peace.

The New York Journal of Commerce announces 
that a new Atlantic cable will be proposed this 
week to Congress. Its route is projected by way 
of the Azores, and is said to be superior to all 
other routes in safety and economy. The incorpo- 
rators offer the Government the free transmission 
of its official dispatches to the limit of the aver- 
age amount expended by it on existing cables. and 
agree to limit their charge to the public to 25 cents 
a word, with a reduction from that rate after five 
years.

THE TWO RIVERS DISASTER. 

Much cenjecture was indulged in yesterday 
among vessel men regarding the manner in which 
the schr Magellan and her entire crew were lost, 
and rumors were rife that she had collided with 
the Canadian schr Sylvester Neelon, and the latter 
had also went down with her crew. The belief of 
some that such was the case was strengthened by 
the fact that nothing had been heard of the Neelon 
since she left thie port on the morning of the 17th 
inst., in company n the Magellan, Mary Mer- 
ritt. Oliver Mowatt, William Home. and James 
Couch. The Mowatt and the Home have 
since passed Port Haron and the 
Neelon has hadample time todo so. Mr. Maloy, 
who attended to the chartering of the Magellan 
and Neelon, stated yesterday that he was some- 
what anxious about the Neelon, in view of the 
above facts, and he thought that it wds strange 
that if she was all richt he did not hear from her 
Cay tain. The following dispatch was received yes- 
terday by the Post:

The theory that a collision has occurred seems 
to be gen at Manitowoc as well as at this port. 
The fact that some wreckage of a vessel has _ 
found on the beach indicates the correctness of the 


theory. . 
There are two Canadian schooners bearing the 
name of Neelon, one having 8 prefixed be- 
fore it, and toe other G. M. e Sylvester Kee- 
Joon is à canal schooner of 367 tons burden, was 
built by L. Shickluna—who also built the Magel- 
lan—in 1874, is owned by Mr. Scarth and others, 
of St. Catharines, and is valued at $20,000. When 
she left this port she had on board 21,031 bu 
of rye, valued at $11,000, consigned to Messrs. 
Gooderham & Worts. of Toronto, the same gentle- 
men to whom the cargo of corn on the Magellan 
was consigned. Capt. Lyons commanded her, 
and he acrew of seven men. There was but 
very little difference in the models of the Magellan 
and Neelon, and only a difference of three tons in 
their measurement, the former being 370 tons 
burden. Both were new and strong vessels. and it 
is not thought that, if either of them foundered. 
any wreckage of the craft themselves would be 
found on shore, as has been the case. Magel- 
lan had corn, and not wheat, as was said by some 
yesterday. The dispatches from Manitowoc 
obtained here show con- 
clusivel that the Magellan was the 
vessel that went down. Capt. G. A. Miner, of the 
schr M. I. Wilcox, informed a Taisune reporter 
last evening that his First Mate, O. 8. Haines. had 
gone to Manit to see the body supposed to 
that of Marshall, whom he Believed to be a 
nephew of his, and who, he had been informed 
since his arrival here. had shipped on the Magel- 
lan. Marshall is a young married man, 25 or 26 
2 of age, and his wife resides at Clayton, 


Mr. Maloy also informed the reporter that Capt. 
Belyea’s brother, Jessup Belyea, was Firat Mate 
of the Magellan. The Captain leaves a wife at St. 
Catharines, and his brother was single and for- 
nerly lived at Bronte, Ont. The Second Mate, 

ohn Sullivan, was single, and belonged to St. 

Jathurines. The cook. 
cesided at Port Colborne. Another of the crew 
vas Baker, a single man, and Ben Marshall. 
The telegrams speak of the effects of a woman and 

portion of a female body cominy ashore, a fact 

f it is a fact that such were found—that indicates 
that the wrecked vessel, if there was but one, had 
8 iemale cook on board. The Magellan did not; 
the Neelon did. This looks as if two vesecls had 
deen lost off Two Rivers, in consequence of a col- 
hsion between them. 

Additional particulars of the disaster are anx- 
iousiy awaited, and it is to be hoped that the miss- 
ing Sylvester Neeion-will be reported al) right. 

The Captain of tne Cortez, which arrived here 
yesterday, reports having seen a number of ves- 
ele at the northern end of the lake, but did not 
see the Neelon.

PETROLEUM. 

The Big Scheme of the Monopolists to Cap- 
ture the Trade and Conquer the Coopers. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Nov. 12.—The Standard oil 
monopoly is making extensive arrangements for 


embarking in the barrel-making business. As 
a beginning, the Company has purchased a 


Butler street, in the neighborhood of the 
Sharpsburg bridge, uext to the old Standard 
refinery. When completed, the cooper-shop 
will be 300 feet square, and will be furnished 
with the latest improved machinery for making 
barrels, which will, of course, cut down the 
number of men it would otherwise be necéssa 
to employ. It is stated that the men wi 
probably paid 10 cents per barrel 
their work, and the capacity of the establish- 
ment will be from 5,000 to 7,000 barrels a day. 
It is estimated that the building when complete 
will cost $50,000. In connection with this im- 
mense cooperage, a large agitator is being 
erected, which will be used to finish the work of 
refining oil after it has passed through the still. 
To this agitator it is proposed to bring the oil, 
by means of pipe lines, from all the refineries, 
from the Vesta, at Negley Run, down to 
the Petrolite, at Thirteenth street. and, as 
8000 as it has passed through this agitator 
it will be put in the barrels that have man- 
ufactured close by. This will make this point 
the great shipping place for oil, and will place 
in the hands of the Standard Company the en- 
tire control of the cooper trade here, and reu- 
der other shops useless and the Coopers’ Union 
powerless. It is stated that the Standard Com- 
pany has been considering ee for some 
time, and that the recent strike of the . journey- 
men coopers precipitated the carrying of it into 
effect. The coopers are greatly excited over the 
prospect of being deprived of employment, and 
consumers are scarcely less agitated over the 
an geet advance in the price of petroleum,

COUNTY FINANCES. 
A BAD OUTLOOK. 
The Finance Committee met yesterday morn- 


ing to arrange and agrce upon the amount of 
money that it will be necessary to raise by taxa- 
tion to meet the expenses of the county for the 
year. Tne assessed valuation of the property 
of the county is, in round numbers, about 
$198,000,000, against $220,000,000 a year ago; 
and since the fung had increased the float- 
ing debt about $400,000, and since the rate 
fixed last year was within a cent of the consti- 
tutional limit, the figures to be dealt 
with were insurmountable. Figuring from the 
assessed valuation, and on the constitutional 
limit,—75 cents on the $100,—the most that could 
be raised was found to be about $1,400,000, and 
this was lea out the interest on the “old 
indebtedness, which last year was $191,905, and 
which will not be less this year. The Commit- 
tee saw a way to get around the old indebte1- 
ness, as in that matter the Board has authority 
to add to the constitutional rate. 
Holdun and others wanted to include in the 
ropriation for the year $24,000 for the Court- 
House, for the benefit of “Ring” contract- 
ors; but, deducting this from the appropriation 
of iast year, the Committee saw just where they 
were about to land. They vrepared a 
report, however, on this basis 
laid before the Board in 
and when it was not presented the 
angry. It was withheld by Mr. Ayars 
2 alter it was made that the in- 
creased debt created by the Ring,“ or the de- 
ficit of about $400,000, the past year had not 
been provided for. 
Tne Committee is to wrestle with the figures 
again to-day, and Taz TA UNI may be able to 
throw some light on the situation. Last year 
the total amount raised was $1,605,385, 
which included interest on old indebted- 
ness, and this year the most that can 
be raised is about $1,400,000, and this can only 
be done by increasing the rate one cent on the 
$100, making it 75, and imposing 10 cents extra 
for the interest on the old iudebteduess.“ and 
leaving the “deficit” of last vear of about 
$400, unprovided for. Last year there was 
appropri omitting $191,000 for interest on 
old indebtedness, the following:

This year there will be, at most, $1,400,000 to 
draw against to vover everything except interest 
on did indebtedness.

It will be seen from this exhibit that the 
Court-House is left out entirely, and must be 
necessarily, however solicitous Holden and bis 
gang may be to iurnish the money to bis favor- 
ite contractors to complete their work. But this is 
not the only sad condition of the situation if the 
present Board has been as immaculate as it 
claiins, for the deficit of last year was created by 
the inadequacy of the several appropriations for 
county charities, hence the appropriations above 
will be just about $400,000 short of what will be 
requi unless the new Board cuts 
ofi that amount in its management of 
county affairs. It will be impossible to make so 
great a reduction, however, unless some of the 
county institutions are closed, and however 
wise aud economic the new Board may prove, 
the indications are that work on the Court- 
House must be indefinitely suspended, and that 
several vears must elapse vefore the misrule and 
thievery of the Ring is outlived.

counted as combatants the men in the batteries, 
and not those in the artillery parks and maga- 
zes.
